In Secret Service 35 Years. 

Connell enterea the Secret Serv- 
ice 35 years ago, after having 
worked several years for. the 
Government 
reau, where 
messenger. Counterfeiting, 
the time Connell began ’ 
Government operative, was much 
more prevalent than it is to- 
day “and his first few years were 
filled with hard labor, -He was 
assigned to mix with criminals in 
the dives of downtown St. Louis 
and keep his eyes and ears open, 
occasionally varying this duty with 
odd jobs of. shadowing crooks, 
pointed out or described to him by 
the older men in the service. Be- 
cause of his early experience his 
acquaintance among the outstand- 
ing figures of the underworld was 
extensive and while many of them 
were not the character of criminal 
he was called on to deal with in 
protecting the United States Treas- 
ury and the President, which were 
his sole duties, in later years his 
knowledge of them and their 
habits proved valuable in aiding 
other policemen. 

\ His First Case. 


Connell recently, in reviewing 
his career, said his first big case 
was his hardest. Little more than 
a boy and with only a few years’ 
experience, he was called to “ew 
York by Chief “Vilkie, hen head 
of the Secret Service Bureau, to 
help round up a gang of counter- 
feiters who were flooding the East 
with bogus pennies.

NEW YORK, Sept 3—Seventy 
persons were overcome by smoke, 
nine seriously enough to be taken 
to hospitals, yesterday, when the 
breaking of a conduit shoe of the 
fourth ear of a five-car subway 
train, bound from Grand Central 
Terminal to Astoria, caused a 
Short circuit while the train was 
running through the East River 
tube, 

Police of the Hunters Point pre- 
cinct, handkerchiefs tied over their 
mouths, entered the smoke-filled 
tunnel and found men, women and 
children milling in panie in the 
train. They had rescued about 
half of them when members of the 
fire department and police rescue 
squads, wearing smoke masks, de- 
scended and completed the work. 

The train was half way through 
the tunnel when the broken shoe 
section of the 
Shield of the third rail and the 
short circvit occurred. The lights 
of the train went out and heavy 
black smoke began rolling through 
the open windows of the cars. 

The 300 passengers shouted for 
Conductor Dennis O’Leary to open 
the doors. O’Leary refused. Mo- 
torman Schmidt allowed his train 
to coast toward the emergency ex- 
it at Fourth and West streets. on 
the Long Island City side. The 
train went only within about 600 
feet of the emergency exit. Smoke 
rapidly filled the tube. 

The first to leave the train were 
aman and two women. They 
climbed ladders the 60 feet dis- 
tance to the street and there col- 
lapsed, crying for water. 

Word was sent to the Hunters 
Point Station, three blocks dis- 
tant. They hurried to the emer- 
gency exits. After struggling 
against the smoke and fumes of 
burning rubber for nearly five min- 
utes, they reached the train and 
began picking up unconscious pas- 
sengers and passing them, In buck- 
et brigade fashion, to volunteer 
rescuers along the tracks. A few 
minutes later the rescue squads 
arrived with ambulances from St. 
John, Flushing, Green Point, Re- 
ception and Metropolitan hospi- 
tals. 

Most of the unconscious persons 
were carried to th- Hunters Point 
Station where police and ambu- 
la.ce surg: ; ha liid out 
emergency ward. 

Police re; orted that more than 
12 persons were treated for bruises 
inflicted in the stampede to leave 
the train.

ONLY 10 MINUTES 


Craft Goes Into Nose-Dive 
and Falls 300 Feet — 
Cabinet Officer Had Been 
Warned Against Trip. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, 

PARIS, Sept. 3.—Another in the 
long series of crushing disasters to 
French aviation occurred yester- 
day morning when Maurice Boka- 
aowski, Minister of Commerce and 
Aviation, was flung to death with 
a pilot and three companions in a 
field near Toul. The others killed 
were Gabriel Hanin, the pilot; Jean 
Vidal, mechanic; Henri Willins, 
radio operator, and Edouard Le- 
franc, general secretary of an air- 
plane factory. 

The Minister, who had charge of 
civil aviation, had attended a Cab- 
inet meeting at Campigny, Pre- 
mier Poincare’s }].ome in Lorraine. 
and was due to preside at an aero- 
nautical meeting at Clermont Fer- 
rand today. 

Bokanowski had been making 
most of his official journeys by air. 
For the Clermont-Ferrand trip a 
special plane had been sgnt to 
Toul, the nearest airdrome to Cam- 
pigny from Le Bourget, in charge 
of Pilot Hanin, one of the most ex- 
perienced aviators in the service 
with 7000 hours in the air to his 
c edit. 

Colleagues Opposed Trip. 

Bokanowski motored to the field 
and took his seat in the machine, 
a Spad biplane with a 380-horse- 
power engine. Other members of 
the Cabinet at Campigny had tried 
to presuade their colleague to pro- 
ceed by car, but he had answered, 
smilingly: 

“T am Air Chief. It is only nat- 
ural-that I should fly.” 

Previous to boarding the plane, 
Bokanowski while chatting with 
Gen. du Perray and Capt. Hou ert 
said, “newspapermen insinuate that 
1 never fly, that I take all possible 
precautions even when I approach 
a plane standing still. You see,” he 
continued as he jumped into the 
cabin of the plane. “and airplane 
trip has» no terrors for me.” Ten 
minutes later he was dead. 

The airplane took off laborious- 
ly with its motor coughing. It rap- 
idly gained altitude and headed for 
Clermont-Ferrand. 

Plane Goes Into Nose Dive. 

Ten minutes after it took off, an 
army aviator following, saw ‘he 
Spad swerve suddenly to the rigat 
and then fall into a nose dive. 
From a height of 300 feet, the ma- 
chine crashed to earth and burst 
intdé flames. It took two hours to 
extricate the five bodies from the 
wreckage. The body of Bokanow- 
ski was identified by the piatinum 
watch he carried. 

His wife, who was staying at 
Compeigne for the summer, had 
played golf and was lunching after 
her round when Minister of the [n- 
terior Sarraut arrived from Paris 
and notified her of her husband’s 
death. She was prostrated by the 
news but returned to Paris with 
him, 

Bokanowski had been called “the 
spoiled child of the third repub- 
lic’ for he took important ministry 
and other Government positions 
when rather voung. He was born 
in Havre, Aug. 21, 1879 and had 
been in parliament since 1914. He 
began to attain political promin- 
ence in 1921, chiefly in finance, 
and was reporter of the Cham. 
her's finance committee. Last year 
he visited the United States to at- 
tend the convention of the Ameri- 
can Rar Association, 

Durifig the war he won the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor for signal 
exploits in the field, His narrow 
escapes were legandary. In 1916 
he was on a mission to the army 
at Salonika when the transport 
Provence. Was torpedoed under

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Her- 


bert Hoover today observed Labor 
day by abstaining from work with 
the intention of spending the holl- 
day quietly with his family and a 
few friends at home. 

Before leaving Wednesday or 
Thursday for several days of fish- 
ing on Chesapeake Bay, Hoover 
will meet with a number of those 
entrusted with carrying a major 
share of the burden of national 
campaign speaki~ ; and will give 
his personal attention to an ac 
cumulation of mail. 

Among those who are to call at 
the nominee’s headquarters is Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho who is to be- 
gin his spegking tour at Detroit 
later in the month after Eover 
himself has invaded the East for 
the delivery of his first address in 
that section. 

Borah was among the first,ol 
the outstanding figures in the par- 
ty not previously committed to de- 
clare for the nomination of Hoover 
at Kansas City and it was he, who 
with his celebrated questionnaire, 
drew a public expression from the 
party standard bearer on the pro- 
hibition question in the pre-con- 
vention days. 


Borah to Talk on Prohibition. 

The Idaho Senator, ranked 
among the leading independents in 
ti» Senate, has made no engage- 
ment beyond that at Detroit on 
Sept. 19, but he said today he 
would speak in both the East and 
the West. 

“I am going to see Mr. Hoover, 
while I am here,”’ he said, “but 
I shall personally arrange 
speaking itinerary.”’ 

Asked if he wuld talk about pro- 
hibition ia the East, Borah said he 
would. He also will discuss farm 
relief and other issues. 

Other Senate leaders on whom

The Newark speech 
probably will be one of his first 
moves in his campaign to carry the 
East and an expansion of his ac- 
ceptance views on labor is being 
considered for that address.

Passages from this address are: 


“Twenty-seven centuries have 
rolled by since Isaiah foretold the 
time when swords should plow 
clods and spears should prune 
trees. But that time is not yet. 
The sword is still a bloody plow- 
share; the spear still prunes the 
tree of life. 

“The dogs of war are kenneling 
in the cradle of liberty. We re- 
member that the nurSe of liberty is 
justice, but justice also carries a 
sword. Our great people, tovers of 
the Bible, are turning from Isaiah, 
the prophet of peace, to Joel, who 
proclaimed, ‘Beat your plowshares 
into swords and your. pruning 
hooks into spears; let the weak 
say, I am strong.’ 

“So the land of the ballot is now 
the land of the bullet, and the sun- 
set of the Nineteenth Century 
glows blood-red. Our floating for- 
tresses patrol the seas. Our ports 
are grinning with cannon. The 
arm of flesh is clenching its fist. 

“But vast as is the issue, just 
as is our great cause, must the 
battle field be the supreme court 
of justice? Can we not use tke 
scales of justice without her 
sword? Must we restore barbar- 
ism to advance civilization? Must 
the two great Jews, Isaiah and 
Jesus, appeal in vain to the mil- 
lions who venerate their names and 
words? 


Indictment of War. 


“Nothing so demonstrates the 
impotence of religion as the de- 
lirium of war. War begets crimes. 
It sanctions every atrocity. It 
leads directly or remotely to the 
breach of every moral command- 
ment.. It makes the innocent suf- 
fer for the guilty. It rights the 
wrong—perhaps—at the cost of 
other enormous wrong. A war not 
absolutely necessary is a satire on 
reason, a blasphemy against God. 
a crime against humanity. 


“War is horrible. It is a red 
nightmare of carnage, massacre 
and desolation. But I recognize 


that there is a time, an inevitable 
time, even for this scourge of God. 
There are times when only the fire 
belched forth from iron mouths 
can burn up an abomination that 
cries to Heaven for redress. 


“In self-defense, nations and 
men may strike for their homes 
and country, for their firesides and 
altars, for self-preservation, and 
for the true honor and dignity of 
our flag. And in the name of com- 
mon humanity, there is a time 
when the ferocity of the savage 
must be stamped out beneath the 
heel of foree, ‘There is a time 
to act for the Lord by breaking 
his commandments,’ said the an- 
cient Rabbins. There is a time 
when at our very doors the in- 
nocent are tortured, starved and 
stain, when men are crue] beasts: 
then we must act for peace by 
ending peace. When all remon- 
strance and peaceful suasion fail. 
then, bécause we are human beings 
and these helpless victims are hu- 
man beings, we must fight.” 


T0 END ABUSE OF 
LABOR INIUNCTION 


|Says That Man Power Is 


Not Commodity, Subject 
to Restrictions Like Ar- 


ticles of Commerce. 


By the Associated Press. 

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 3.—A prom- 
ise to labor that the Democratic 
party, if placed in power, purposed 
to end without impairing the right- 


eous authority of the judiciary the 
granting of injunctions in “pretend- 
ed emergencies” was made here to- 
day by Senator Robinson in a 
speech described by many as for- 
mally opening his campaign for the 
Vice Presidency. 

He advocated protection for the 
worker from e«ompetition with 
convict labor, adoption of a scien- 
tific plan for public works con- 
struction in times of unemploy- 
ment, adjustment of the surplus 
labor problem resulting from an 
increasing use of machinery and 
challenged Republican claim of 
‘exceptional prosperity.” 

The Vice Presidential nominee 
said that the party platform ap- 
proved the “principle of collective 
bargaining which implies that or- 
ganized labor shali ‘choose its own 
representatives without coercion or 
interference’ to negotiate with em- 
ployers,’”’ and, further, that the 
party. asserted that labor was not 
a “commodity and therefore not 
subject to many of those restric- 
tions and restraints’’ applicable to 
articles in commerce. 

Labor Not. a Commodity. 

“It is of the utmost importance,” 
he went on, “that labor be given 
its proper recognition as a fufhction 
of the human brain and hand. 
“We assert that one of the 
abuses which has grown out of the 
failure to give due effect to the 
principle of collective bargaining 
and the principle that the labor of 
a human being is not a-commodity 
is the abuse of the injunction. 
“Numerous instances in recent 
years may be cited in which the 
power of the courts has been in- 
voked to restrain the liberty of 
workmen on the ‘allegation § that 
they were 
which would result in irr2parable 
injury, when upon proper notice 
and hearing it would have peen 
rade clear that the injunctive 
processes was sought mersiy as an 
aid to defeat the aims an] pur- 
pores of those enjoined. 

“In other words, the provess hes 
becn abused in labor disptces by 
vranting of injunctions in pretend- 
ed emergencies. This the Demo- 
cratic party proposes to end with- 
out impairing the righteous author- 
ity of the judiciary.” 

“4,000,000 Out of Work.” 

The Senator said that stat!<ti- 
clans had éstimated that approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 workers are out 
of employment, notwithstanding 
the “boast frequently repeated by 
Republican campaign orators t! at 
the country is enjoying exceptional 
prosperity.” 

“The Democratic platform ad- 

vocates the adoption,” he added, 
“of a scientific plan after ihor- 
ough study under which public 
works may be carried on aggres- 
sively in periods of unemployment. 
It proposes to deal with the prob- 
lem of surplus labor resulting 
from the substitution in industry 
of machinery for human hands. 
The Senator reviewed at some 
length the record of the ‘Wilson 
administration toward labor and 
said that many measures had been 
enacted at that time in the inter- 
est of the working man, and added 
that in his period of public service 
it had been his “aim to treat la- 
bor problems in a spirit of justice, 
liberality and sympathy.” 
He concluded by saying that Gov.

ment.” 

The contract under which ap- 
proximately 750 musicians have 
been: working expired last mid- 
night. Orchestras and organists in 
downtown theaters are not affect- 
ed, their contract still having a 
year to run. 

James Petrillo, president of the 
musicians’ union, issued no strike 
call, but he directed the attention 
of union members to the Darrow 
opinion. He issued a statement 
after a lengthy conference with 
other officers of the union and at- 
torneys. 

“As to those theaters where the 
contracts of members of the union 
expires Sept. 2, 1928,” the state- 
ment said, “the members are in- 
formed that their officers have 
been in conference with the own- 
ers and agents of such theaters for 
four weeks, and that they thus far 
have been unable to make a new 
agreement. Therefore, there will 
be no contract of employment be- 
tween such theaters and these em- 
ployes, effective Sept. 2.” 

The temporary restraining order, 
issued last week by Judge Wilker- 
son on petition of the theater own- 
ers, would restrict the musicians 
from “leaving or threatening to 
leave the employment of said com- 
plainant, either by way of strike or 
otherwise, unless with the consent 
of said complainant, for the pur- 
pose of forcing or coercing said 
complainant to agree to, acquiesce 
in or comply with said demands or 
any of them.” 

“This provision,” said Darrow’s 
statement, “is almost incompre 
hensible in view of the settled law 
that men have the right to leave 
employment for the purpose of 
compelling an employer to grant 
satisfactory terms of employment. 
Since the adoption of the Thir- 
teenth amendment prohibiting 
slavery it has been the supreme 
law of the land that no employer 
can compel an employe to work-tor 


termination of his employment.”

Pastor Declares Reporter Con- 
cocted Story About Buyifg 
Liquor at His Hotel.

Before making known his inten- 
tion of filing the suits, Dr. Straton 
paid his respects to the New York

In explaining why he found it

Hoover favors. Under it, quotas would be based, not

N his speech accepting nomination for

tepublican ideal. He is known as a great 
organizer far beyond the confines of his 
own country, for he is the man who fed 
the hungry people of Europe after the close 
of the war. 

The Republicans have in him an excep- 

onally able candidate; and Republican 
Presidents are almost a matter of course. 
Since\ the} Civil War only two Democrats 
have sat in the White House — Grover 
Cleveland. who was twice President. the 
second time over 20 years ago, and Wood- 
row Wilson. who owed his first term of af- 
fice to the split Roosevelt caused in the Re- 
publican party and his second to the abnor- 
mal conditions of the war years. With Mr. 
Hoover for champion—a man lacking some-

There is another peculiarity 
about free verse as generally prac- 
ticed in our day. The conspicuous 
lack of integration is not in the 
medium alone, but in the very 
ideas that are expressed, as a rule, 
when definite ideas are discovyer- 
able.

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MORROW ADOPTED BY 


U. S. Ambassador Gets. Tre- 
mendous Welcome on Visit 
to Oaxaca.

MEXICO CITY, Sépt. 3.—United 
States Ambassador Morrow went to 
the State of Oaxaca on what was 
intended to be a quiet little sight- 
seeing trip. He came back— 
formally proclaimed by tribal con- 
clave—friend, brother and honor- 
ary headman of a tribe of Zapo- 
tecan Indians in Oaxaca, honorary 
Mayor of Tule and Mitla. On the 
trip he was made also an honar- 
ary citizen of Oaxaca and of Pueb- 
la and of every town, village and 
hamlet in between he was feted 
and honored and fussed over in a 
way not many Mexicans and prob- 
ably no other foreigner except 
Lindbergh have experienced. 

The gigantic cypress tree at 
Tule, reputed to be the oldest liv- 
ing thing on earth, 160 feet in cir- 
cumference and 3000 years old 
when Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica, has perhaps never seen any- 
thing stranger than a Zapotecan 
chieftain giving Morrow a hug, 
patting him affectionately on the 
back, according to the custom of 
the country, while an orchestra of 
barefooted Indians in suits like 
white cotton pajamas played “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” then yelled 
“Viva, Mees-ter Morrow! Viva, 
El Senor Presidente Coolidge! Viva 
Los Gringos!” 

At Mitla Morrow visited the 


ruins of an ancient civilization, at- 
to the ancestors of the 
Zapotecs.

merly Princess of Graves, Russfa, 
died here Saturday. 

The Princess, who was bor in 
Moscow, served a year in the 


World War as a First Lieutenant 
of the Medical Corps in the Rus- 
sian army. While in charge of a 
tussSian hospital on the Austrian 
front at Tarnow she successfully 
removed 2000 wounded tussians 
to safety during a bombardment.
